Madeline did not appear to 
recognize male and female genitals to be different and did not have any terminology for 
-p'-jy parts that were reported. Kevin denies he has ever been inappropriate with 
Madeline. There are previous reports of sexual penetration and molestation that were 
unfounded.

The report alleges the minor was excessively masturbating and oer the mom 
the minor said the child said the dad touched her candle with his whistle. She came to the 
mom's with a whistle and was excessively masturbating. There was a CAC and no 
disclosures were made or noted and the child did not use word like candle. The dad denied 
ever seeing any incdient and denied ever sexually abusing the child. Law enforcement is 
closing their investigations and no charges were being pursued. The nurse had no concerns 
and waiver approved for physician. Dr. /therapist had 1 session with the minor and had no 
concerns with the dad and she had no concerns that the child has been sexually abused. 
DCFS spoke to the ASA and informed them of the concerns. Prior report have been sent to 
the ASA for review of any charges for also reporting. The grandmother feels the mom needs 
to be charged and she deny any concerns and when the dad has the minor the dad sleeps at 
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the grandmother's house. It should be noted that there have been numerous unfounded prior 
reports regarding accusations against the father by the mother. N/a approved for treating 
physician, school, sex abuse exam, out of state and witnesses. There insufficient evidence to 
support the allegations therefore Psa concurs with recommended UNFOUNDED finding.
